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Britain, Netherlands Tour Proves Numismatics 

Is Alive and Well 


L ast November I mentioned 
that I had the good fortune to 
travel to Europe. Now that the 
rush of the holidays has passed, I have 
had a chance to reflect on the many 
wonderful places I visited and the nu- 
mismatic friends I made along the way. 

I arrived at London’s Heathrow Air- 
port on Thursday morning, September 
29, where I was met by Colonel Joseph 
Boling, president of the International 
Bank Note Society. Joe offered to act 
as my guide for the first four days un- 
til I could get better acquainted with 
the city. After dropping off our lug- 
gage, we spent the balance of the day, 
as well as Friday, visiting some of Eng- 
land’s famous auction houses, includ- 
ing Spink’s, Sotheby’s and Phillips. 

The International Bank Note Soci- 
ety convention opened on Saturday, 
Oaober 1 , at the Great Western Royal 
Hotel in Paddington. The 40-dealer 
bourse seemed quite active during the

two-day event, even though reports in- 
dicate that attendance was modest at 
approximately 500. 



The following day I toured the 
Tower of London— what a thrill it was 
to see the Crown Jewels! On Tuesday, 
October 4, I visited with ANA mem- 
ber Yasha Beresiner. It was a day for 
reviewing nuinismatics in general and 
for throwing around a number of ideas 
concerning our Association. 

Wednesday, October 5, found me 
on a train bound for Cardiff, Wales, 
where I was met by a staff member of 
the British Royal Mint who drove me 
the remaining 17 miles to Llantrisant. 
There I was greeted by Deputy Master 
Anthony Garrett. After a relaxing cup 
of coffee (not tea, which surprised me), 
I was given a thorough tour of the 
Mint’s facilities, from the furnaces to 
the warehouses, where packages were 
awaiting shipment. 

The next morning I was on the train 
again, this time headed for Basingstoke, 
where I visited an old printing firm, 
Thomas de la Rue and Company, Ltd. 
The establishment has printed bank 
notes for 98 different countries, as well 
as postage stamps and playing cards; to- 
day it primarily provides currency for 
South America. 

Because of my tight schedule, I 
missed the opening day of COINEX 
’88, a show that boasted 80 dealers, 


but managed to see a great deal and to 
attend the auction. The sale, conducted 
by Spink’s, drew some active bidders, 
and dmost everything sold for two to 
three times more than estimated. 

My transportation and lodging in 
England and Wales were arranged en- 
tirely by Michael Sedgwick, the British 
Royal Mint’s public relations executive 
for North America. Thanks to his care- 
ful attention, my stay there was won- 
derfully orchestrated and very pleasant. 

On Sunday, October 9, I flew to 
Amsterdam and settled into my hotel 
for a much-needed rest. The next 
morning, Albert Scheffers, curator of 
the Dutch Mint, picked me up, and we 
headed off to The Netherlands Bank 
to meet the curator of the bank’s 
museum and to view its collection of 
coins and bank notes.

After 
getting acquainted with the director 
over cups of coffee, I visited the firm s 
archives and marveled at some of its 
old Bibles and early bank notes. 

The trip proved to me that numis- 
matics is alive and well in the United 
Kingdom and The Netherlands, and I 
foresee many years of camaraderie 
between the United States and our 
friends across the ocean. •

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“programmed” to reject the real thing 
in favor of the newer, less valuable clad 
coin of the realm.

Federal Reserve Bank 
Controls Economic Pendulum 

I have enjoyed many of the articles 
in The 'Numismatist in the past. How- 
ever, I feel the article entitled “The 
Second Great Depression,” appearing 
in the December 1988 issue (pp. 2087- 
89), is not up to the usual standard of 
the magazine. 

For one thing, the article leaves the 
reader with some inaccurate impres- 
sions. Its claim that ‘‘the federal gov- 
ernment is the main regulator of these 
[economic] swings, decreasing the 
money supply when inflation gets out 
of hand” is not strictly true. The Fed- 


eral Reserve Bank, our nation’s central 
bank, fills that role, but it is not an 
agency of the federal government. It 
is a corporation chartered by Congress 
and owned by member banks of the 
Federal Reserve system. Its actions are 
(theoretically, at least) independent of 
the federal government. 

The article further claims that “Con- 
gress has unlimited power to print cur- 
rency.” Actually, the Treasury prints 
currency at the request of the “Fed,” 
not at the request of Congress. Further- 
more, this quote and the preceding text 
give the impression that “printing cur- 
rency” increases inflation. In fact, cur- 
rency represents only about 25 percent 
of the outstanding supply of money at 
any one time; the balance is primarily 
in demand, or checking accounts. Con- 
trary to popular belief, printing cur- 
rency does not increase inflation; bank 


lending is the primary culprit. The 
amount of money that banks have to 
lend is controlled by aaions of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. 

I take issue with the concept that 
“signs arc plentiful” that a money ex- 
pansion similar to that which took 
place prior to 1929 is occurring now 
and might lead to a depression. That 
is sheer nonsense. The Fed apparently 
has learned a great deal from the last 
25 years of economic activity. It is not 
likely to repeat the huge mistake made 
in 1930, when credit was tightened 
severely and suddenly in a misguided ef- 
fort to stop stock-market speculation. 
It was this turning off of the credit 
spigot, and not the crash of 1929, that 
led to the Depression. Stocks actually 
were recovering from their 1929 lows 
when the Fed made its mistake. 

The Federal Reserve Bank has man-

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aged our economic cycles well in the 
1980s, controlling inflation and the 
money supply. Assuming it will con- 
tinue to have a free hand, I believe the 
Fed will not let a Depression come 
about, to the extent it can prevent one. 

As to the conclusion that rare coins 
will retain their value if another De- 
pression occurs, I think the evidence 
presented is too skimpy and qualitative 
to support it. I also think it is erroneous 
to state that “other assets will dimin- 
ish.” What about rare stamps? Gold 
and silver? Real estate?

Visage on ''Libertas Americana*’ 
Outshines Early Miss Liberty 

The article published in the October 
1988 issue of The ^Numismatist, “The 
Liberty Motif on Early American 



Beautifully executed by French engraver Augustin Dupre, the “Libertas Americana” 
medal predates the Liberty motif on early American coinage. 


Coinage” (pp. 1741-44), was very in- 
teresting but missed the true reference 
to the real first representation of Lib- 
erty. The story can be told as follows: 

In 1 783, when Benjamin Franklin 
was U.S. ambassador to the French 
Court at Versailles, he lived in the lit- 


tle village of Passy, outside Paris. One 
of his neighbors in Auteuil, a nearby 
village, was Augustin Dupre, an en- 
graver in his thirties who worked for 
the French Mint. 

Franklin commissioned a man by 
the name of E.A. Gibelin to design

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a medal commemorating “Libertas 
Americana” (American Liberty), and 
Dupre engraved the medal. All these 
items— the original sketch, clay mod- 
el and the medal— can be seen in 
the Blerancourt Museum for French- 
American Cooperation, not far from 
Compiegne, near Paris. 

The obverse of the medal shows a 
young girl, hair flying in the wind, 
bearing the sword of justice on her 
shoulder; the reverse pictures Hercules 
as a child (symbolic of America), stran- 
gling two snakes, as Minerva (repre- 
senting France) protects him from 
the English leopard with her sword 
and shield adorned with fleur-de-lis. 
Around are the words NON SINE DIIS 
ANIMOSUS INFANS, which mean 
‘‘It is not without God’s help that this 
child shows his courage.” 

As you can see by the accompany- 


ing photographs, the profile of Liberty 
is beautifully engraved, and, pitifully, 
there is a cruel lack of resemblance to 
the [American] coins struck at the 
beginning of the 1790s. This design 
was reproduced in France on an essay 
piece in 1793 by the engraver Galle 
but was not put into industrial use. 

The ‘‘Libertas Americana” medal, as 
well as other pieces produced for the 
American people, still are struck by 
the French Mint in Paris. The origi- 
nals can be seen in the Mint’s newly 
opened museum.

Library Acquisition Policy Questioned 

When I first joined the ANA, the 
brochure sent to me touted the ANA 
Library as the largest circulating numis- 


matic library in North America. Much 
to my great surprise, I found that it did 
not have many of the books I was in- 
terested in, even though they were 
published in the last 10 years. I did find 
and borrow many books, and for this 
I am grateful. However, after check- 
ing the library acquisitions listed [peri- 
odically] in The Numismatist and after 
briefly glancing at the Annual Report 
in the August 1988 issue, I came to the 
tentative conclusion that the library 
was totally dependent on donations! 

The Executive Director bemoans the 
fact that while book circulation in- 
creased by 28 percent, donations de- 
creased by 30 percent. A library that 
is dependent on donations is indeed a 
sorry thought. The library should have 
an acquisition fund independent of do- 
nations. The money is surely there— 
if the ANA can fund all its other serv-

CANADA: 

Maple Leafs Turn 
Silver and Platinum 

On November 17, 1988, the Royal 
Canadian Mint launched Canada’s 
new silver and platinum Maple Leaf 
bullion coins. The designs are the 
same as those on the well-known gold 
Maple Leaf. 

I he platinum coin is produced in 
four .size.s— 1, V 2 , 'A and V\o troy 
ounce— bearing face values of $50, 
$20, $10 and $5. Struck in .9995 fine 
platinum, the coins weigh 3 1.360g, 
15.590g, 7.800g and 3.132g, and 
measure 30mm, 25mm, 20mm and 
16mm, respectively. 

The 38mm, .9999 fine silver coin, 
carrying a face value of $5, is available 
in a 1 -ounce size only. 



Silver and platinum Maple Leaf coins 
have been added to Canada’s bullion 
coin program. 


BERMUDA: 

First $2 Bill and 
New $1 Coin Unveiled 

On November 23, 1988, the Ber- 
muda Monetary Authority officially 
launched a new circulating $ 1 coin and 
its first $2 bill. Struck in nickel-brass 
by the British Royal Mint, the new, 
gold-colored dollar coin is one-third 
lighter in weight than its predecessor 
issued in 1983. The coin features an 
interrupted milled edge for easier iden- 
tification by the visually impaired. 

The $ 1 reverse design is taken from 
an original drawing by Bermudian art- 
ist Eldon Trimingham III and depicts 
a fitted dinghy, a unique sailing vessel 
that has been raced competitively for 
more than a century. The Raphael 
Maklouf portrait of Elizabeth II graces 
the obverse. 

Two sterling silver versions of the 
1988 Bermuda $1 coin will be pro- 
duced— a silver proof having the same 
size specifications as the circulation 
issue (mintage of 3,000) and a silver 
piedfort proof having the same diam- 
eter but twice the thickness and con- 
taining twice as much silver (mintage 
of 500). Prices for the sterling dollars 
are $25 and $35 each, respectively. 

The back of the Bermuda $2 note 
carries vignettes of Dockyard’s Clock 
Tower Building and a map of the is- 
land. The front of the turquoise and 



Bermuda’s first $2 note is printed in 
pink and turquoise, reflecting the colors 
of the island’s coral sand and the ocean 
water. Also introduced in November 
was a new circulating $1 coin. 

pink note bears a new portrait of 
Queen Elizabeth II and an aquatic 
scene with a seahorse, shells and coral. 

The $2 note is the first in a series 
of updated Bermuda banknotes. Plans 
call for revamping of the $5 through 
$100 notes for Bermuda’s 20th an- 
niversary on February 20, 1989. The 
new series will be distinguished by 
enhanced colors and improved secu- 
rity features, and will measure 68 x 
140mm, a reduction of 2mm in width.

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LIBERIA: 

Legal-Tender Coins 
Honor JFK 

A $250 gold piece and a $10 silver 
coin have been issued by the Repub- 
lic of Liberia to commemorate the 
25th anniversary of the assassination 
of U.S. President John F. Kennedy. 
Both legal-tender coins will be struck 
by the Pobjoy Mint of Sutton, Surrey, 
Great Britain. 

The 32.25mm $250 coin weighs 
1 5.55 Ig and contains V 2 troy ounce of 
fine gold; its mintage is limited to 
5,000 pieces. The 38.6mm $10 piece 
weighs 3 1 . 1 g and contains 1 troy 
ounce of .9995 fine silver; its mintage 
is 25,000 proof coins. A special strik- 
ing of 5,000 $250 Kennedy coins con- 
taining 1/2 ounce of pure platinum also 
was produced. 



Two new Liberian coins, a $250 gold 
piece and a $10 silver coin, pay tribute 
to U.S. President john F. Kennedy. Dr. 
Samuel Kanyon Doe, 20th president of 
the Republic of Liberia, is depicted on a 
1988 Liberia $250 gold coin. 


A bust of Kennedy, facing left, is sur- 
rounded by the inscription 1917^ 
JOHN F. KENNEDY^1963^IN ME- 
MORIAM^ on the common obverse. 
The date, denomination and weight, 
together with the Liberian coat of arms 
and national motto THE LOVE OF 
LIBERTY BROUGHT US HERE, are 
carried on the reverse. 

Liberia, on Africa’s west coast, uses 
regular U.S. currency in trade, hence 
the legal-tender coins are denominated 
in U.S. dollars. The country recently 
granted a contract to the Pobjoy Mint 
to strike all its circulating, commem- 
orative, proof and bullion coinage. The 
first regular issue produced under the 
agreement was a $250 gold coin and 
a $ 10 silver piece portraying Liberia’s 
20th president, Samuel K. Doe, struck 
to the same specifications as the Ken- 
nedy commemorative.

Approval Gained for 
Segovia Mint Restoration 

Project Segovia ’92, a commission that 
seeks to restore the 16th-century Se- 
govia Mint to a world-class, “living” 
museum, took a giant step toward frui- 
tion on October 18, 1988, when it was 
officially chartered by the City of Se- 
govia, Spain. The project was con- 
ceived and publicized by ANA mem- 
ber Glenn Murray, who saw potential 
in the abandoned Mint buildings on a 
visit to Spain in 1987. Completion of 
Project Segovia will coincide with 
500th anniversary of Christopher Co- 
lumbus’ discovery of America in 1492. 

The commission’s seven charter 
members and their designated areas of 
responsibilities are the Segovia City 
Hall (building acquisition), Spanish Na- 
tional Mint and Museum (museum 
displays). Assembly of Castilla and 
Leon (building restoration). Ministry 
of Culture (archival investigation). 
Ministry of Public Works (canal and 
hydraulic equipment restoration), Se- 
govia Savings Bank (publicity and 
medal distribution), and the American 
Numismatic Association (numismatic 
counsel). The cost of the restoration 
will be underwritten by Spanish gov- 
ernment agencies. 

The museum will feature displays 
illustrating the history of Spanish mints 
in the New World and the peso’s role 
as a medium of exchange around the 
world for nearly 300 years. The Mint’s 
main building will serve as a produc- 
tion facility for medals, demonstrating 
to the public the hammer, screw press 
and waterwheel-driven methods of 
minting. A library and conference cen- 
ter also are proposed. 


Ron Landis, a skilled engraver and 
craftsman, drew up plans for the re- 
creation of the waterwheel-powered 
minting system formerly employed at 
Segovia. A student of historical coin- 
ing techniques, Landis also handcrafted 
dies for a series of hammer-struck 
medals commemorating the project. 

ANA members who wish to con- 
tribute their skills or technical assistance 
to the project are encouraged to write 
to Glenn S. Murray, Apartado 315, 
40080, Segovia, Spain. Murray also is 
accepting monetary donations to de- 
fray his personal expenses, as he re- 
ceives no remuneration for his full-time 
responsibility as project coordinator.

ver Eagles and 2,907,502 proof issues 
have been sold.

BEP Souvenir Card, 
Intaglio Print Released 
at FUN Show 

A vignette engraved by Charles Burt 
in 1874, depicting a native American 
lamenting the emerging industrializa- 
tion of America, is featured on the first 
of three intaglio prints to be issued by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
(BEP) in 1989. The print was made 
from original die #1831, which also 
was used for the composite illustration 
of American life portrayed on the 
Centennial Share Certificate of 1876. 

The intaglio print debuted at the 
Florida United Numismatists (FUN) 
Convention held January 5-8, where 
the BEP also introduced a souvenir 
card carrying a replica of the face of 
a $50 Treasury note, series 1891. The 
note features the portrait of William 
Henry Seward, Secretary of State from 
1861-69, who is best known for his 
purchase of the Alaska Territory from 
Russia in 1867, ridiculed by many as 
“Seward’s Folly.” An offset reproduc-

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UNIQUE TRUMAN FAMILY AUTOGRAPHED NOTE 

When the nation was besieged with an outbreak of infantile paralysis, an appeal was made 
for contributions by the I.P. Committee. Recognizing their appeal, Mrs. Fred E. Durin, the 
wife of a prosperous farmer who lived near Steward, 111., who, incidentally, was a member 
of the American Numismatic Association (R2151), came forward with a sizable contribu- 
tion, and along with it, she enclosed a $1.00 bill, asking that it be autographed by President 
Truman. Much to her delight, it was autographed by President Truman, his wife Bess Truman 
and their teenage daughter Margaret Truman, and it was returned to Mrs. Fred Durin by 
President Truman’s personal secretary Ms. Beathel Odum in her letter dated Jan. 31, 1950. 
When Fred E. Durin decided to sell his collection, which contained this unique historical 
note, “yours truly” was the fortunate, happy purchaser. As part of our personal collection, 
it is now on display at the ANA museum. Thanks to the generosity of Mrs. Fred E. Durin, 
we were just the lucky ones that happened to buy her husband’s outstanding collection.

Protecting Your Coin Shop 

You’ve had a busy week at your coin 
shop, it’s now Saturday evening, and, 
with a feeling of satisfaction, you close 
up. You return on Monday morning, 
only to find burglars have cleaned you 
out. After the police come and prepare 
their report, you ask yourself, “Could 


I have prevented the crime?’’ 

In an effon to help fellow ANA 
members, Harold Gluck of New York 
shares some crime-prevention tips he 
has gathered from experts in the field. 
Many of the suggestions are applicable 
to homeowners as well as dealers. 

The first question to be considered 
is “how easy would it be for burglars 
to gain entry to my shop?’’ The easi- 
est way may be the most obvious. 
According to Detective Richard F. 
Clarke of the Greenburgh Police De- 
partment in White Plains, New York, 
the most common entry point is the 
door. If your store has a glass door, 
Clarke suggests that you reinforce it 
with a tougher, second door, to be 
secured when the shop is closed. A 
solid, steel door best withstands at- 
tempts at forced entry. 

The door frame itself also must 
be strong and well-installed. Sheriff 


Thomas J. Goldrick of Rockland 
County, New York, stresses the need 
for effective hinges. Their installation 
is important, too. “If the hinges are 
on the outside, the burglar will . . . 
loosen them and take them out.” 

In addition to your doorway, check 
your shop for other weak spots. They 
may be in the roof, skylights, bath- 
room windows, or walls shared with 
other stores or a stairwell. Your weak 
spot might not be the building itself, 
but an employee. Even a trusted, long- 
time employee might turn to theft if 
confronted with serious financial needs. 
Guard your keys and change locks 
when an employee leaves. 

Suppose a burglar succeeds in break- 
ing in? If you have installed an effec- 
tive alarm system that is hooked up to 
a reliable security service, someone will 
respond and/ or notify the police. Al- 
though only a very small percentage of

Stamp Issue Recognizes 
World Bank 

On January 27 the United Nations 
Postal Administration issued a set of 
stamps honoring the World Bank. Pro- 
moting economic and social progress 
in developing nations, the World Bank 
operates under the umbrella of the 
United Nations and is owned by the 
governments of more than 140 nations 
that have subscribed to its capital. 



The World Bank is commemorated on a 
six-stamp issue from the United Nations 
Postal Administration. 


The diversity of the World Bank’s 
current loans is reflected in the de- 
signs of the new stamps. The issue 
comprises six denominations~25 and 
45 U.S. cents; 0,80 and 1,40 Swiss 
francs; and 5.50 and 8 Austrian schil- 
lings. The stamps were printed in off- 
set lithography by Joh. Enschede en 
Zonen of The Netherlands. For addi- 
tional information regarding the World 
Bank commemorative stamps, write 
to United Nations Postal Adminis- 
tration, United Nations, New York, 
NY 10017. 

Also, the thirty-fifth in a series of 
souvenir cards was issued in conjunc- 
tion with the World Bank stamps. The 
souvenir card reproduces the six de- 
signs of the “World Bank” issue and 
two stamps issued in 1960 to com- 
memorate the “International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development.’’*

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COUNTERMARKED COINS

The counterstamp of the 
Lyon-Hall Company appears 
only on Chinese cash coins, 
many of which were imported 
during the 19th century for 
use as gambling chips. Organ- 
ized in 1884, the company 
sold carpets and matting and 
was listed in the Baltimore 
City Directory until 1892. 
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Merchant Advertising 
Countermarks of 
1 9th-Century America 

During the 1 9th century thousands of American mer- 
chants stamped their names or advertising slogans on 
coins. These pieces continue to be discovered in attics 
and drawers, unrecognized relics of a bygone age. 


M ost collectors at one time or another have 
wondered who might have held the coins in their 
collections. “Did any of my coins play a part in the 
abolition of slavery?’’ “Did my coins circulate among 
the farmers and small merchants who settled the 
Kansas or Dakota Territories?’’ “Were any of my coins used to pay for 
patent medicines during the California gold rush?’’ “Did my coins survive 
the Union siege of New Orleans? ” A simple, unmarked coin, however 
beautiful, cannot answer such questions, but all these stories and many, 
many more—are told by the coins that were stamped by American mer- 
chants during the 19th century. 

Such pieces tell us precisely where they circulated, who used them, and 
for what they were spent. We can pinpoint the exact whereabouts of each 
countermarked coin for at least one brief moment of its history. Any coin 
that bears a merchant’s stamp must have passed through his (or less often, 
her) till, and likely it was stamped personally. 

Coins bearing the stamps of W.W. Light and J.L. Polhemus, for exam- 
ple, both circulated in California during the gold rush. Soon after arriving 
in California to search for gold. Light, whose work as a dentist had given 
him knowledge of annealing metals, was employed by J.S. Ormsby in the 
minting of private gold coinage. Polhemus was a Sacramento druggist who 
advertised widely for many years. 

Some countermarked coins can be tied to well-known historical figures 
or companies. Included in this group are Horace Smith and Daniel Wes- 
son, who worked for the Massachusetts Arms Company before leaving to

form their famous partnership. Many coins also were stamped as souvenirs 
by the early employees of the Ford Automobile Company. The small 
cents, nickels, dimes, quarters and half dollars found with the Ford 
trademark are relatively common among countermarked coins — more 
than 25 such pieces are known. 

We also know of a number of coins stamped by Ephraim Brasher, most 
famous for his doubloon, who assayed gold coins for the American govern- 
ment in the 1790s, and once lived next door to George Washington. 
There is one countermarked coin as well as the stamp of Christopher 
Bechtler, who struck private gold coinage in North Carolina in the 1830s. 

For the interesting details of two of the more prolific merchants who 
stamped coins during the 19th century, see Q. David Bowers’ 1984 article 
on Dr. W.P. Shattuck of Waterford, Maine (“Taking The Water Cure’”), 
or his recent book The Strange Career of Dr. Wilkins, which describes a 
most unusual character indeed from Pittsfield, New Hampshire. 

Historical Accounts 

The only American to write a contemporary account of the coun- 
terstamping of coins for advertising was Walter B. Gould, who spent 
his youth during the Civil War in Bangor, Maine. In the 1920s Gould 
wrote a letter to Frank Duffield, whose series “A Trial List of the Coun- 
termarked Modern Coins of the World” was then being published in 
The 'Numismatist. 

In his letter, Gould recalls four Maine merchants who stamped coins: 

Ben Parker, J.W. Strange and his son C.A., and Thomas J. Stewart, whose 
“T.J.S.” mark was made by Parker. 



An 1874 trade dollar and an 
1874 half dollar probably were 
stamped SAGE'S CANDY 
COIN, by R.V. Pierce of Buf- 
falo, New York. During the 
1870s, Dr. Pierce sold a varie- 
ty of patent medicines under 
his name and that of the 
imaginary “Dr. Sage.”

My first knowledge of Mr. B. Parker, commonly known as Ben Parker, 
was about 1862, when his place of business was in an old wooden building 
for brass foundry and metal working at No. 3 Columbia street, Bangor. My 
recollection is that most of the business done was making stencils for marking 
lumber, etc., repairing brass knuckles and ornaments for harness, locks and 
lamps. How long he had been at this location before the Civil War I do not 
know, but until about 1869 I knew the kindly old man, and was sent to him 
to get stencils made. It was his custom to countermark coins with his name 
(B. Parker) for his customers. For other people he would countermark their 
names or initials when requested, usually on U.S. copper Cents. I have seen 
his name and work on a few other coins. 

I remember Mr. Thos. J. Stewart, the biggest manufacturer and exporter 
of birch bark shooks to the Mediterranean for oranges and lemons, calling 
for some stencils to mark the shooks, often taking from his pocket an old 
cent and asking Mr. Parker to stamp his initials (T.J.S.) on it, which Ben 
always did without charge. Years afterwards one of these T .J.S. cents came 
into my hands with others. 

Previous to 1869 I worked in a fruit store, and used to examine the boxes 
of fruit from Palermo and Messina for the “TJ S. shook mark, and often 
found it, that was made in Bangor and returned from Italy or Sicily in box 
form filled with fruit. Up to this time there were no marketable oranges and 
lemons raised in America. 

In the 50’s and 60’s it seems to have been a common practice to mutilate, 
mark and hole coins. There was no law against it, and the mutilated coins 
and those partly cut away were equally as desirable as the perfect and clumsy 
coins of the period. At one time I had more than 200 cents marked B. 
Parker.” I have given one to everybody by the name of Parker that I knew, 
as well as to others, and now have less than a dozen. 

Another old brass founder, die sinker and steincil maker was J.W. Strange, 
a man older than Parker, I think, and who I was not well acquainted with, 
but did visit his shop on Central street, Bangor. I think he made brass 
candlesticks, andirons, etc. He always had a stock of old brass things in his 
dusty shop. He countermarked copper cents, and perhaps other coins, and 
rather artistically, usually in small script letters. I think that he had a son, 
C.A. or G.A. Strange. I have seen some I think he marked, both with his 
and his son’s name, though I am not sure of the relationship. 

Parker and the Stranges all were in the business of producing various 
sorts of stamps, and it seems likely that these three made many of the steel 
stamps used by other New England merchants to mark coins. 

Although Gould has provided the only contemporary comments on 
countermarking in the United States, the practice was common in England

during the same time period. J. Gavin Scott, in British Countermarks on 
Copper and Bronze Coins, refers to a number of contemporary English let- 
ters and documents that mention counterstamping. The most interesting 
is a letter that appeared in the September 25, 1850, issue of the London 
Times, concerning an example of one of the most commonly seen British 
countermarks, a piece issued by Lloyd's Weekly Newspaper-. 

THE COMPLAINT OF A PENNY 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES 
Sir, 

Bill-sticking and advertising were formerly confined to boards and dead 
walls. Driven off even these places, as a common nuisance, by the gentle hint, 
“Bill-stickers beware”, the practice has since intruded itself into higher 
regions and a company has been established for plastering over and defacing 
every decent vehicle upon the road or railway. If this can’t be cured it must 
be endured. But, Sir, is it to be endured that the current coin of the realm 
is to be defaced, without paying for it, by a praaice long since driven off dead 
walls.^ I am a Penny - “Dei gratia,” &c. was my motto, stamped upon me 
at my birth, and after the squeeze I got over the lesson I thought my loyalty 
must be indelible. But, alas! I was mistaken, for it has been obliterated 
altogether, and round the Royal head I now bear the contemptible advertise- 
ment motto of “Lloyd’s Weekly Newspaper, 3d. post free”. 

Edward Lloyd, the paper’s publisher, claims the dubious distinction of 
being the first merchant to be recognized as a general public pest because 
he stamped so many coins. Lloyd’s stamps are so common that they often 
have been mistakenly identified as American or Australian issues because 
so many of them are seen outside of Britain. 

The actions of Lloyd and numerous other merchants led the English 
Parliament to pass an act in 1853 to prevent the defacing of the current 
coin of the realm. The act, however, neglected to make it illegal to deface 
coins of other nations. England soon was flooded with foreign bronze 
coins, which merchants imported and stamped in large numbers. Such 
pieces commonly circulated side by side with English minor coinage, for 
they were about the same size and weight. A similar blight affected many 
Continental nations; thus, the majority of European merchant counter- 
marks are found on coins of a nation foreign to the issuer. As a result, 
these advertising pieces are very difficult to identify. 

The most commonly encountered British countermark is “Pears Soap.” 
Andrew Pears’ advenising pieces often are mistaken for American because

The Christian Feigenspan 
Brewery Company was incor- 
porated in Newark, New 
Jersey, in 1869 and was best 
known for its '*Pride of 
Newark Beer,*’ introduced in 
1900. Only eight examples of 
the brewery’s counterstamp 
have been reported, but the 
stamp also has been found on 
bronze disks. 
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Besides being a dentist in 
Pittsfield, New Hampshire, 
George G. Wilkins at various 
times sold patent medicines 
and liquor, ran a restaurant, 
and dealt in skins and furs. 

At least 400 of Wilkins’ adver- 
tising coins have been traced. 



Only three gold coins are 
known to carry advertising 
countermarks. Two of these 
issues originated in Sacra- 
mento during the California 
gold rush. The only one from 
the East, a stamped I8S4 half 
eagle, was the product of a 
silversmithing firm operated 
by Seymour H. Stone and 
Calvin S. Ball in Syracuse, 
New York, from 1853 to 1869. 
In all, 74 coins bear one of 
the three stamps used by 
Stone and Ball.

his advertising tins, trade cards, and other odds and ends of 1 9th-century 
ephemera also were stamped with the names of the local merchants 
who sold his product. Pears items can be found in many New England 
flea markets. 

According to J. Gavin Scott in British Countermarks on Copper and Bronze 
Coins, in the mid-1880s Pears imported 250,000 Continental bronze 
coins, mostly French, stamped them PEARS SOAP and sold them for use 
as small change to English shopkeepers at a discount of about 15 percent. 
Pears and other English merchants issued countermarked coins in incred- 
ibly large numbers, and many soon reached the United States. A few 
English advertising slogans even have been found on American large cents. 

The fact that no contemporary letters or documents regarding Amer- 
ican countermarks are known indicates something important; appar- 
ently countermarked coins never became a major nuisance in the United 
States. I would make an educated guess that at least 1 percent of the coins 
circulating in New England and the Midwest around the time of the 
Civil War were stamped with advertising. That percentage would not be 
great enough to attract much public attention or outcry, but would ac- 
count for the more than 5,000 different individuals now known to have 
stamped coins. 

Unique and Purposive Countermarks 

Countermarks were issued for a wide variety of reasons during the 
19th century. Warren Lapp, in an article titled “Uses and Abuses of U.S. 
Large Cents,” says that at that time coins served many other purposes 
besides as a medium of exchange. One of the most common uses for coins 
was to test newly made stamps. In Numismatic History of Mexico from the 
Pre-Columbian Epoch to 1823, Alberto Pradeau gives an eyewitness account 
of this practice in the Mexico of a century ago: 

There are numerous counterstamps found on Mexican coins ... a few are 
merely indentations made with hammer and chisel, and still others that were 
used by private individuals. Under this last classification fall what the author 
has named BRAND PIECES, because, owners of large estates in Mexico usu- 
ally had a small die similar to the iron employed to brand cattle. As that par- 
ticular brand proved ownership, the small die was used to stamp agricultural 
implements or any movable property about the estate, thus preventing the 
easy disposal of stolen property to neighboring ranches. The author, who 
spent his early life in Mexico, distinctly remembers seeing the arrival of a new 
die and its being tried on a coin. 
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In attributing counterstamped coins, the nature of a mark is not suffi- 
cient to determine whether a piece was issued for advertising, since a coin 
might have been used simply to test a new stamp. Therefore, it is useful 
to categorize countermarks into two sorts: purposive pieces, of which two 
or more examples are known, and unique pieces. When two or more spec- 
imens are known, we can infer that they probably served some special 
purpose— they might have been work tallies, trade tokens or, most likely, 
advertising coins. Although large numbers of unique pieces were intended 
as dog tags, pocket pieces, keepsakes or love tokens, it seems likely that 
many of the unique specimens also were intended for advertising. How- 
ever, we cannot be sure that a given piece had an advertising purpose until 
more than one example is found. More than 650 of these purposive pieces 
are mavericks that remain to be indentified as to city and merchant. 

The statistical evidence presented here is based on the specimens listed 
in my recently published American and Canadian Countermarked Coins 
and on data gathered since its publication. I have been able to document 
1 1,349 examples of 19th-century North American countermarked coins 
from numismatic writings, auction catalogs, and letters from collectors. 

Almost half of the documented specimens can be called purposive mer- 
chant issues since these marks are known on two or more coins. Most of 
these purposive issues appear to be advertising coins, although some, par- 
ticularly the pieces that bear only initials, probably are trade tokens or 
work tallies. A little more than 500 other 19th-century pieces also can be 
considered purposive countermarks, but were not issued by merchants. 
These include masonic mark pennies, city name stamps, and non-specific 
guarantee stamps (for example, CAST STEEL), most of which probably 
served as pocket pieces. 

For the remaining 5,200 or so pieces, only one specimen of each has 
been documented. The majority of these coins are stamped with single- 
letter punches and appear to be personal commemoratives. However, it 
seems certain that many of them are unrecognized advertising issues. 

Denominations 

As NO CONTEMPORARY records concerning American countermarked 
coins are available to examine for details, my best guess about the types 
of coins preferred for stamping is based on the number of specimens of 
each denomination known today. Unfortunately, the existing pieces most 
likely are not a representative sampling of those issued. 

Taken together, copper and bronze coins and tokens account for more 
than two-thirds of all the known pieces countermarked by North 
American merchants. Silver coins compose less than one-third of the total, 
while gold coins stamped for advertising are exceedingly rare. 

By far the greatest number of countermarks found today (44 percent) 
are on large cents. The large cent did not circulate much in the American 
West and only rarely was it seen in the South, whose slave-based, semi-

O.P. certainly was not a 
shy man, for in one of the 
ads his own statue stands out- 
side his store in place of the 
traditional wooden Indian 
holding tobacco! Only two of 
Shattuck*s countermarks are 
known, one on a silver dollar 
and one on a quarter.

feudal economic system did not require large amounts of small change. 
Countermarks of western merchants generally appear on silver coins. 

Only 79 silver-dollar-size coins have been found with counterstamps; 
most of these are U.S. silver dollars or trade dollars. In 1857 the United 
States demonetized Spanish-American silver coins, and with the outbreak 
of the Civil War in 1861 most of the 2 reales still in circulation flowed 
to Canada, where they were melted for their silver content. 

Half cents, small cents, quarters, half dollars and 2 reales each make up 
between 6 and 8 percent of the total. Just three gold coins are known with 
purposive advertising countermarks, and two of these are from the Califor- 
nia gold rush era. 

Who Stamped Coins? 

It is surprising that American numismatists took so long to realize 
that many countermarked coins can be identified easily. The first author 
to write extensively on countermarks was Maurice Gould. During the 
1950s he became friends with Q. David Bowers, who was just starting out 
in the coin business. Gould suggested that some counterstamps might be 
silversmiths’ hallmarks, and Bowers was able to confirm this, finding 1 1 
countermarks that matched the stamps of silversmiths. With Bowers’ dis- 
covery, the quest to identify the issuers of American countermarked coins 
began in earnest. 

It is reasonable to assume that most merchants simply marked coins with 
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stamps that initially were made for other purposes. Coins have been im- 
pressed with stamps that previously were used to mark items as diverse as 
books, clocks, dies, engines, farm implements, lamps, locks, meteorologi- 
cal and surgical instruments, pens, photographs, railroad equipment, sew- 
ing machines, shoes, skates, stoves, tiles and tools. 

The trades most often represented by counterstamps are silversmiths 
and jewelers (109 issuers of countermarked coins known), gunsmiths (37), 
hotels and houses (34), restaurants and saloons (28), photographers (25) 
and patent medicines (22). Many occupations, such as bill poster, cheese- 
maker and feed dealer, are represented by only one individual who coun- 
terstamped coins. 

Many countermarks are self-identifying as to occupation, for example, 
those reading E M. GLYNN/GUNSMITH or J. CHINERY/DIE CUTTER/ 
205 WM. ST. N.Y. Other countermarks are easily identified through de- 
tailed listings of various 1 9th-century trades, such as gunsmiths and silver- 
smiths, that have been gathered by collectors. 

Most of the merchants who advertised by stamping coins probably ad- 
vertised in more common ways, too— newspaper and journal advertise- 
ments, trade cards and posted bills. Most were listed in city and state 
business directories, many of which are available to researchers on micro- 
film. As a result, the occupations of well over 500 merchants who stamped 
coins now have been identified; eventually, we should be able to identify 
most of them. 

So far, the geographical locations of more than 800 of these merchants 
have been determined. Few of them came from west of the Mississippi 
(44). The only western states in which these pieces are known to have 
been issued in even moderate numbers are California (9) and Texas (11). 
Countermarks from the Confederacy also are very uncommon, as only 5 1 
types are known, and 27 of these came from Virginia and Maryland. 

By far the greatest number of advertising issues came from New 
England, New York and Pennsylvania. More than 200 issuers have been 
identified from New York alone, and more than 100 each from Massa- 
chusetts and Pennsylvania. Substantial numbers of tokens were issued in 
Connecticut (42), Maine (27) and New Hampshire (24). A large number 
of merchants in the Midwest also marked coins. Almost 50 different 
issuers are known from Ohio and 25 from Illinois. 

Conclusion 

Until 1 8 57 , Spanish-American coins were legal tender in the United 
States. In February of that year the government established the small cent 
as the standard American bronze coin. To promote circulation of the new 
cent, the federal government offered to redeem Spanish-American 2-reale 
coins for 20 cents in silver or 25 cents in the new small cents. By June 
1859, so many 2 reales had been turned in that the Director of the Mint 
could report that these coins had ceased to circulate in most parts of the

country. The general withdrawal of 2 reales was completed with the specie 
panic of the Civil War. (Thus, if a counterstamp is found on a Spanish- 
American coin, it almost certainly was issued before the Civil War.) 

With the melting of the 2 reales, future collectors lost many advertising 
countermarks. “Two bits’’ was the common price of many products in the 
1850s, and the 2 reales was one of the most popular coins to be stamped 
with advertising during that period. 

Merchant counterstamps of the 19th century are one of the most in- 
triguing and largely unexplored areas of American numismatics. Only a 
fraction of these items have been fully identified, and the origins of most 
are completely unknown. Hundreds, perhaps thousands of tales are wait- 
ing to be discovered on advertising pieces. *

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TREASURE SALVAGE 


The Remarkable 
Feversham Hoard 


The salvage of a sunken British frigate discloses the 
everyday coins of early 1 8th-century New York City.

I TISCOMMON knowledge among historians and numismatists that 
American colonists used a wide mixture of coins in daily com- 
merce. Latin American silver was most available, but European 
coins, including a small percentage of British pieces and Massa- 
chusetts silver,” also passed from hand to hand. However, until 
the recent salvage of the British frigate Fevetshafn, no hoard had been 
discovered that might be considered an undisturbed sample of the day-to- 
day money of colonial America. 

The Feversham find not only provides tangible support for the accepted 
belief that the coins used in the colonies came primarily from Mexico and 
Peru (including what is now Bolivia), but also furnishes important new in- 
sights into colonial monetary practices. For example, study of the hoard 
reveals that it was conventional to cut coins into fractional pieces to make 
change and to insert plugs in underweight silver coins to make them ac- 
ceptable. Even more intriguing, it shows that Massachusetts silver pieces, 
which include the famous Pine Tree shillings, circulated more extensively 
and were a more important media than previously assumed. 

The story of the Feversham coins starts with the curiosity and talents of 
Robert MacKinnon, former Royal Canadian Mounted Police sergeant, 
fisherman and professional scuba diver. The wreck of the Feversham ^ a 
fifth-rate British Navy frigate, long had been known to the residents of 
Nova Scotia’s Cape Breton, and its sinking was recorded in British naval 
histories and further documented in Canada s national archives. In a severe 
storm on October 7, 1 7 1 1 , the Feversham smashed against a cliff on Scatari 
Island at the southeastern tip of Cape Breton. 

The Feversham^ a shallow-draft, 372-ton, 36-gun British frigate, was sta- 
tioned in New York City on September 17, 171 1, when it abruptly was 
ordered to join a combined military land-and-sea expedition in an attempt 
to take Quebec from the French. The venture was a disaster. Eight ships 
were lost in the St. Lawrence River because of poor navigation, and the 
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. . . SERIOUS INVESTIGATION DID not begin until 1982, 
when MacKinnon precisely planned and carefully exe- 
cuted a disciplined salvage program.

Salvage attempts were initiated as early as the summer of 1712. Al- 
though the wreck was visible and in less than 30 feet of water, extremely 
treacherous currents and hazardous underwater conditions prevented ex- 
ploration and salvage for more than two and a half centuries. In 1968 
scuba divers briefly visited the Feversham, but serious investigation did not 
begin until 1982, when MacKinnon precisely planned and carefully ex- 
ecuted a disciplined salvage program. 

MacKinnon was supported by three skilled American divers: Philip 
Masters, Michael Emmerman and John Levin. With permission from the 
Canadian government, MacKinnon and his team gridded the wreck site 
with nylon rope, which not only established the location of the Fever- 
sham s artifacts, but also enabled MacKinnon’s divers to move about the 
rock- and boulder-strewn ocean bottom despite the turbulent waters. The 
salvors carried up to 50 pounds of extra weight and wore heavy dry suits, 
compared to the 3 to 8 pounds of extra weight and thin, -inch-thick 
nylon wet suits typically worn by divers in tropical waters. 

Physically, all the wood beams, ribs and planking of the Feversham have 
disappeared. Almost all that remains are metal artifacts: cannons, visible

from the surface on calm days, plus many smaller, buried objects, such as 
cannon balls, cutlery, naval accessories, buckles, buttons, pots, pans, glass 
and pottery shards, and, of course, coinage. 

During the summer months of 1711, the Feversham s purser had made 
three requests for funds to the British Navy s New York City Victualling 
Office to pay modest, recurring provision and supply expenses. The re- 
quests, totaling 1,493 pounds sterling, were distributed to him in locally 
' circulating currency, a medley of Latin American, 
Massachusetts, Dutch, English and Spanish coins. 
The 636 pieces salvaged thus far from the Fever- 
sham logically are the purser’s unspent supply 
funds, and their recovery has altered American co- 
lonial numismatic history. 

Prior to the salvage of the Feversham, no sizable 
group of late 17th- and early 18th-century colonial 
coins used by merchants, shopkeepers, craftsmen 
and others in their small, daily cash transactions had 
come to light. Contemporary official and private 
records disclose the wide range of coins used in co- 
lonial days but have not provided data about the 
assortment of Latin American coins in circulation, 
nor the extent of the popularity of the coins pro- 
duced by the Massachusetts Bay Colony mint. The 
Feversham hoard not only has furnished guideline 
answers to those questions, but also has unveiled 
some provocative and significant new facets of cur- 
rency usage in colonial America. 

More than 14 percent of the Feversham's coins, 
92 pieces in all, are Massachusetts silver, including 
a rare New England shilling, the first silver coin produced in colonial 
North America. Undated, although known to have been minted in 1652, 
the New England shilling is the progenitor of the Massachusetts silver 
series. Four equally rare Willow Tree shillings, from the second generation 
of Massachusetts silver, also have been brought up from the Feversham. 
Finally, 27 third-generation Oak Tree shillings and 58 Pine Tree pieces 
complete the Massachusetts silver group. 

Not unexpectedly, 8 of the Oak Tree shillings and 1 3 Pine Tree shillings 
exhibit “clipping,” the dishonest but often-committed act of removing 
metal from the edge of the coin. However, 6 coins are without precedent; 
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No SUNKEN TREASURE fleet recovered from Caribbean 
waters, nor any Spanish, Dutch or other trade ships . . ., 
has been known to carry plugged silver. 


they are parts of shillings, cut in halves or quarters or reduced to even 
lesser fractions to produce small-change silver. Their weights are com- 
parable to those of the sixpence, threepence and twopence. The shearing, 
unquestionably planned, is accurate by weight and obvious in intent. 

Furthermore, the practice evidently involved the Feversham's Latin 
American coins, which include several sheared pieces: 2 rcales (equivalent 
to our 25-cent pieces), 1 reales and half reales, all cut into fractions to pro- 
duce smaller silver for transactional purposes. There is no readily avail- 
able explanation as to why this apparently accepted practice has not 
often been noted in financial and numismatic literature, but the Fever- 
sham's coins clearly demonstrate that it was a normal facet of our colonial 
monetary system. 

Also unexplainable are the 22 plugged Latin American 4 and 8 reales. 
These half-dollar and dollar-sized coins from the Potosi, Mexico City and 
Lima mints carry sizable inserts of silver to bring them up to their proper 
weight. Although the host coins of the Feversham sample cover a span of 
more than eight decades — from 1621, the final year of the reign of Spain’s 
Philip III, to 1 702, the second year of Philip V — plugging of silver money 
is not mentioned in contemporary or present-day financial records. No 
sunken treasure fleet recovered from Caribbean waters, nor any Spanish, 
Dutch or other trade ships salvaged anywhere in the world, has been 
known to carry plugged silver. 

Why haven t such coins been seen before.^ Was plugging practiced only 
by North American silversmiths, or was its origin in the West Indies or 
Latin America? Why don’t 18th-century books of account tell of the 
custom? Whatever the reason for recorded history’s omission, there can 
be little doubt of the importance of this discovery. 

The coins of the Feversham also have focused attention on another 
previously unobserved aspect of early colonial coinage of the Western 
world: the minting of what could be called “Mexican mules,’’ that is, the 
hammer-stamping of a 1-or 2-reale coin blank with the proper reverse die 
in combination with a much larger 4-or 8-reale obverse die. (Imagine strik- 
ing a dime blank with the face of President Roosevelt on one side and only 
part of the eagle of an Eisenhower dollar on the other side. The result is 
much the same.) 

The answer to this puzzle is simple. Mexican mint workers produced 
these specimens when proper pairs of dies for the 1 and 2 reales were not 
available. As long as the upper die and the coin blank matched, the worker

My Kingdom 
for a Book 

After much searching, the author has found three 
books that comprise an inexpensive yet invaluable basic 
library for the collector of ancient Roman coins. 


I N ANCIENT COIN collecting, information is almost everything. 
Unfortunately, the pag;es of Coin World are not filled with dealers 
offering Roman Imperial coins. As a result, collectors of ancients 
are dependent on books, catalogs and lists. While many have bene- 
fited from the adage “Buy the book before the coin,’’ the value 
of this wisdom can be increased tenfold when referring to ancient coins. 

Coined by hand, using dies with a limited life span, and sponsored by 
unstable minting authorities, ancient coins are difficult to typify. Many 
Roman emperors reigned for less than a year, yet looking at their coin 
varieties, which often number more than the complete types of U.S. 
coinage in their entirety, it is easy to understand the complexities of find- 
ing a representative type. Also present among ancient coins are forgeries, 
alterations and fantasy coins. The only way to make sense of all the dif- 
ferent examples of ancient coins is to acquire knowledge through books. 

Ancient-coin collectors have a burning obsession for books. They buy 
expensive catalogs, of which perhaps 5 or 10 percent of the offerings per- 
tain to ancients. They haunt used-book stores seeking that British Museum 
Catalog (BMC), that Roman Imperial Coinage (RIC) volume or that Head 
or Mattingly edition. Until recently, they were ill-served regarding ancient- 
coin information. Books were printed in miniscule editions that were 
swallowed up by public libraries in England (alas, not in the United States), 
cost a fortune and weighed 16 tons. Adding insult to injury, these for- 
bidding tomes, written by scholars for scholars, were archaic in both style 
and binding. 

The first book 1 obtained was David R. Sear’s Roman Coins and Their 
Values. You could build a very respectable collection of Roman coins 
without consulting any other books in the field. This volume has en- 
couraged many a beginning collector of Roman coins and serves as an ideal

The Hamburg 
Connection 

Ornately beautiful “marriage’’ schautalers were pro- 
duced by a variety of artists and engravers who fled 
the war-torn German states of the 17th century for 
the sanctuary of Hamburg. 


R eligious “SCHautalers’-medals struck in partial 
or multiple taler weight and fineness — were made in 
northern Germany for more than 80 years beginning in 
the late 1 500s. Numismatists generally agree that the mint 
at Hamburg was responsible for producing the majority 
of these pieces that commemorate the birth, baptism and crucifixion of 
Christ. Some schautalers observe the sacred rite of marriage, showing 
Christ blessing a bridal couple on the obverse, the reverse portraying the 
miracle at the wedding feast at Cana, where Christ turned water into wine. 

My wife and I collect coins and medals commemorating engagements, 
weddings and anniversaries, and thus find these marriage schautalers of 
great interest. The legends on the pieces are of Biblical origin and are in 
Latin or German. The obverse bears a legend from the Gospel of Mat- 
thew, chapter 19, verse 6: “What therefore God has joined together, let 
not man put asunder.” The reverse legend, “Jesus Christ turns water into 
wine in Cana, Galilee, John 2” (or minor variations of this), refers to the 
wedding feast at Cana, which is described only in the Gospel According 
to John. 

The principle reference about Hamburg coinage, O.C. Gaedechens’ 
Hamburgische Miinzen und Medaillen, describes 16 marriage schautalers 
but unfortunately does not include photographs. Without pictures, the de- 
scriptions are not detailed enough to allow definite die assignments. These 
schautalers bear no date of mintage, but approximate dates can be assigned 
based on knowledge of the Hamburg mintmasters and their mintmarks. 

Some marriage schautalers attributed to Hamburg bear no mintmarks or 
feature one not listed by Gaedechens. Sometimes those pieces with un- 
known mintmarks can be linked directly to pieces known to have origi- 
nated in Hamburg. There appears to be some connection between the

Hamburg mint and several nearby mints, but what? 

Most marriage schautalers were produced during the Thiny Years’ War, 
which took place in central Europe from 1618 to 1648. Although initially 
a battle for religious freedom, the war turned into a dynastic struggle be- 
tween the Austrian Hapsburg and the French Valois families. 

Several events set the groundwork for the war, the first being the mar- 
riage of Marie of Burgundy to the Hapsburg King Maximilian I in 1477 
and his successful claim to her inheritance. A second marriage, that of 
Maximilian’s son Philip to Joanna, the daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella 
of Spain, eventually resulted in Hapsburg rule in Spain. 

When Charles V, Maximilian’s grandson, inherited both the Spanish 
and Austrian Hapsburg domains and began his rule in 1516, the Valois 
family, surrounded by a united Hapsburg kingdom, sought to diminish 
Hapsburg influence and power by war as well as by diplomatic means. 

The Peace of Augsburg in 1555 established the principle of cujus regio 
ejus religion, or, simply stated, the religion of the ruler became the religion 
of the land. Unfortunately, only the Lutheran and Catholic faiths were 
considered under this treaty; the militant Calvinists were not included. 

By the early 1600s, most of northern Germany, including Hamburg, 
was Lutheran, while the Hapsburgs remained ardent champions of Cathol- 
icism. The Reformation and Counter-Reformation provided the Valois 
family the opportunity it sought to break the encirclement of the Haps- 
burgs, even though they, too, were Catholic! 

When Bohemian Calvinists revolted in 1618 against the fanatical Cath-

olic Hapsburgs, the first major European war was ignited. In the early 
stages of the Thirty Years’ War, northern Germany’s Protestant forces 
were defeated by the Hapsburgs. First Denmark, then Sweden, invaded 
Germany as “protectors” of the Protestant faith. The French, under the 
guidance of Cardinals Richelieu and Mazarin, eventually committed 
French troops to fight alongside the Hapsburgs’ opponents. 

Between 1618 and 1648, when the Peace of Westphalia finally was 
signed, approximately 30 to 40 percent of the German people died. 
The greatest killer was not warfare, as some sources claim, but disease- 
typhoid fever, black plague and venereal disease— spread by refugees, rats 
and soldiers. 

Hamburg, along with other members of the Hanseatic League, or 
“Hanse” (a confederation of cities in northern Germany), was not in- 
volved in the conflict and, as a result, emerged from the war a wealthy 
city, a recognized leader in international finance. Its population increased 
significantly, the result of people seeking a safe haven from the war. The 
city’s new-found wealth and security attracted artisans and craftsmen, 
among them skilled engravers and mintmasters. 

For example, Sebastian Dadler, a well-known engraver, served successfully 
in Augsburg, Dresden, Danzig and, finally, Hamburg. A perusal of known 
mintmasters in Hamburg (Table 1) shows that many served in several mints. 
Death, disease, loss of records, and the migration of those like Dadler offer 
attraaive explanations for the appearance and disappearance of many of 
the engravers of this period. 

Some schautalers bearing mintmarks of engravers who served Hamburg 
aaually may have been minted elsewhere, owing to the artisans’ migratory 
inclinations. Gaedechens felt there might even have been a cooperative 
effort between mints. To add to the confusion, a few engravers used 
the same mintmark. For example, mintmasters Henning Hanses, Simon 
Timke and Hans Jacob, all active at about the same time, used crossed ban- 
ners, obscuring the origin of schautalers bearing that mintmark. The im- 
portant conclusion is that a “connection,” though not fully understood, 
did exist. 

The earliest “Hamburg” schautalers probably were struck in nearby 
Liibeck. These first medals may have served as the inspiration for the later 
Hamburg engravers. The earlier pieces express a much broader anistic 
range. After 1620, there was little variation in the basic scenes, just an in- 
crease in the number of engravers! Most unknown engravers seem to have 
worked between 1620 and 1634, the height of the war.

For this reason, some talers can be 
followed from sale to sale, like old friends. 


The letter “U” appears as a “V” on the earliest strikings; the changeover 
to “U” began around 1610 in Hamburg, Liineburg and Liibeck. Forty to 
fifty years later this changeover was completed. The best examples of the 
mixed use of “V” for “U” can be seen in those schautalers with the legend 
WAS GOT ZUSAMMEN FVGET . . . (instead of FUGET). 

The approximate dates of the pieces were arrived at by the following 
procedure. Those pieces with a known Hamburg mintmark are dated 
based on Gaedechens’ reference. Some medals have a known Hamburg 
mintmark on one side and an unknown mintmark on the other side; these, 
too, can be dated easily. Normally a mintmark appears on only one side 
of a given schautaler. If the side with no mintmark appears in combination 
with one with a known mintmark, then both can be linked to Hamburg 
and a time of mintage can be assigned. In cases where no link is apparent, 
a date is established based on artistic style; use of “V” for the letter “U”; 
and the clothing worn by the bride and groom. 

Marriage schautalers were struck in coinage weights of !/2, ^4, 1, 
P/2, 2, 2/2, 3, 4 and 5 talers, with the 1-, P/2- and particularly the 
2-taler weights being most common. A few gold pieces are known and 
were struck from the same dies as the silver pieces in 4-, 6/2- and 10- 
ducat weights. 

After 1668 the minting of religious schautalers ceased. Paul Schmid, in 
Die Deutsche Hochzeitsmedaille, suggests that the removal of Christ blessing 
the bridal couple and the substitution of a dove (representative of the Holy 
Ghost) on later issues diluted the religious impact, making these pieces 
more like other marriage medals of the time. 

The medals were produced on a screw press, and three or more strikings 
were needed to obtain a full die impression. Since a collar was not used 
to firmly hold the hand-cut blank, movement occurred between strikings, 
giving each medal its own unique identity. No two pieces, even those 
struck from the same pair of dies, are exactly alike. For this reason, some 
talers can be followed from sale to sale, like old friends. 

The Hamburg schautalers are not rare. Several different pieces (5 to 10) 
normally surface in the marketplace each year. Individual die pairs can be 
quite rare, however, as demonstrated by distribution studies not reported 
here. Uncirculated specimens are scarce, with most pieces in Very Fine to 
Extremely Fine condition. About 50 percent of those in the latter category 
have been polished, holed and/or tooled to enhance their appearance. 

This “enhancement” took place years ago. For example, the only Ham- 
burg schautaler in the Garrett Collection, purchased by the Garrett family

in 1883, was described as VF-XF with tooled fields. Many of the schau- 
talers in the Meuss auctions in the late 1920s were described as polished. 
Presumably, many of these were used in jewelry. 

Although much the same in character and design, marriage schautalers 
provide a glimpse of the artistic talent that flourished in 17th-century 
Hamburg. For this author, establishing links between the mints in Ham- 
burg and surrounding area and the many unknown engravers who pro- 
duced these fascinating pieces has been a challenging and rewarding task. 
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Matthias Freude, who created 
the reverse of this schautater 
in 1637-68, may have worked 
in Liibeck in 1622 and 1662-66, 
and in Rostock in 1630 (V-3/C:e). 
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Mintmaster produced 

the obverse of this piece, 
although the individual re- 
sponsible for the reverse is 
unknown. The medal likely 
was struck between 1 620 and 
I634 (lll-8m/F). 




Different mintmarks appear 
on the obverse and reverse of 
this schautaler, both indica- 
tive of non-Hamburg mint- 
masters. The ‘‘HB” mintmark 
generally is found on medals 
bearing FeustePs mintmark 
(lll-5j/DI).

Tokens of Festivity 

Shiny, aluminum “doubloons” are popular, highly 
sought souvenirs of New Orleans’ frenzied Mardi 
Gras celebrations. 


M ention doubloons and most people think of 
the gold coins issued during the Spanish-American 
and Colonial eras. But this isn’t always so— tokens 
known as doubloons are issued annually for New 
Orleans’ Mardi Gras festival. 

Mardi Gras, or Shrove Tuesday, is the last of several days of fun and 
festivity that are celebrated in Catholic communities just before Lent be- 
gins. European cities, such as Paris, Rome, Nice and Venice, have long 
been famous for their Mardi Gras celebrations. 

In America, the festival of Mardi Gras is best known in New Orleans, 
which held its first celebration in 1857. The custom was brought to these 
shores by French colonists. In fact, the term “Mardi Gras’’ itself is French 
for “Fat Tuesday,’’ a name that refers to the fattened ox that was paraded 
through the streets of the festival town. 

Many people don’t realize that Mardi Gras has its roots in a pagan holi- 
day observed before the Middle Ages. The Christian Church, once it 
gained power, tried to abolish the holiday; however, after many futile at- 
tempts, the church agreed to let the celebration continue, as long as it was 
given a holy theme. 

Mardi Gras is taken very seriously, and businesses and public buildings 
close for the festivities. In New Orleans and other cities along the Gulf 
Coast, the day is highlighted by elaborate parades and dances. 

And here is where the doubloons fit into the picture. Doubloons gener- 
ally are struck in aluminum and measure between 36 and 40 millimeters 
in diameter. However, judging by the public’s response to these tokens, 
you would think they were made of gold. 

Almost every carnival “krewe’’ (a group or organization participating in 
the Mardi Gras parade) carries specially made doubloons, which they toss 
into the crowd along with beads and other trinkets. These “throws’’ are 
worth little to those who are unfamiliar with them but are treasured by 
seasoned Mardi Gras participants. People literally risk life and limb to

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The Liberty Head Nickel: An Affordable Series 


L iberty Head nickels are re- 
minders of the era in which 
Teddy Roosevelt wielded his 
“big stick’’— the time of nickel beer 
and nickel cigars. In fact, Q. David 
Bowers, in his book Adventures with 
Rare Coins, devotes an entire chapter 
to “Nickeldom.’’ This chapter is rec- 
ommended reading and does more for 
the appreciation of this series than any 
pricing or grading guide. 

As discussed in last month’s column, 
date logotypes on Liberty Head nickels 
may differ from year to year but 
are consistent within any given year. 
Minor variations, such as a single, re- 
punched digit or an entirely repunched 
date, result from retouching individual 
working dies, which becomes necessary 


when the dies become worn or dam- 
aged. These varieties, as known, are 
outlined in Walter Breen 's Complete En- 



cyclopedia of US. and Colonial Coins. 

In selecting a grade in which to col- 
lect Liberty Head nickels, cost must be 
considered. While these coins generally 


are not expensive in the higher cir- 
culated grades, allowance must be 
made for the key dates, 1885 and 
1886. To come up with a reasonably 
matched set of coins, a target grade of 
Fine for most dates seems in order. 
Since the dates mentioned above jump 
quite a bit in price in grades from Very 
(^od to Fine, our set of Liberty Head 
nickels will include these two dates 
in Very Good, with the balance grad- 
ing Fine. 

According to the 1989 Red Book, 
a complete set of Liberty Head nick- 
els consists of 3 3 coins, from 1883 
through 1912. The only variety to be 
included in our set is the 1883 nickel 
with and without the word CENTS.

ambitious. If so, you will find that rais- 
ing the grade of some of the coins can 
be effected at very little additional cost. 
The so-called common dates, from 
1897 through 1912, including the 
1912-D, may be upgraded to Very 
Fine, bringing the total cost of our set 
to $700.50, just over $50 more than 
our original set. The higher-grade coins 
are well worth the extra money sim- 
ply for their attractiveness and, in ad- 
dition, will be more desired by other 
collectors when the time comes to sell 
your collection. 

Before leaving this series, I would 
like to touch upon a few other con- 
siderations. One is the prospect for 
variety collecting. As a rule. Liberty 
Head nickels are not sought for their 
interesting varieties; none are listed in 


the Red Book, and this dampens de- 
mand for the many that are known. 
However, one variety has gained some 
popularity among specialists. A few 
1899 nickels have been found that 
show traces of an 8 underneath the 
final digit. In fact, there appear to be 
two varieties of the 1899/8 overdate, 
both of which are very rare. 

Liberty Head nickels generally are 
well struck, although weakness can ap- 
pear in a few places. Subject to occa- 
sional flatness are the foremost curls 
in Liberty’s hair and the corn ker- 
nels above the word CENTS. Unfortu- 
nately, both of these features com- 
monly are used in grading circulated 
pieces. Through experience you will 
learn to distinguish between weakness 
of strike and actual wear. Remember, 
worn spots are dull, not lustrous. 

There are no great rarities among 


Liberty Head nickels produced for cir- 
culation. In addition to the key dates 
1885 and 1886, another low-mintage 
coin is the 191 2-S. While the first two 
are scarce in all grades, the 191 2-S was 
saved by collectors to a greater extent 
and is readily available in lower grades. 

Based on their low catalog values, 
the remaining coins in the series are 
widely believed to be common. These 
values, however, reflect the demand 
from type collectors. As any date will 
suffice for a type set, the price-guide 
figures belie the true scarcity of many 
dates. With the exception of the 1883 
without CENTS, all dates prior to 
1898 can be considered scarce in grades 
of Very Fine and higher. This is par- 
ticularly true of 1885 and 1886, but 
some other tough dates include 1884, 
1887-90 and 1894. Pieces dated 1898 
and later usually are available in the 


St 
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grades of Fine through About Uncir- 
culated, the ones most sought by col- 
leaors. The 1912-D is somewhat 
scarcer than the Philadelphia Mint 
coins of that period, but many seem 
to have been saved at the time of issue. 

This leads us to the 1912-S nickel. 
A favorite coin of mine, it comes with 
an interesting story. Mintage of the 
coin, totaling 238,000 pieces, began 
December 24, 1 9 1 2 . In addition to be- 
ing “Christmas” coins, these nickels 
were used to pay the very first fares 
on San Francisco’s newly operating 
street railway. The first such system 
to be publicly owned, the Geary Street 
Line commenced service on Decem- 
ber 28, 1912. Amid much fanfare. 
Mayor James “Sunny Jim” Rolph 
handed to City Treasurer John E. Mac- 
Dougald a shiny, new nickel, the first 
one coined at the San Francisco Mint. 


MacDougald had the piece mounted 
in a frame and displayed on his of- 
fice wall. Over the years the coin was 
forgotten, and its location is unknown. 

Stories such as this seem to comple- 
ment the Liberty Head nickel. It is a 
series that stirs up nostalgic images 
more readily than almost any other. 
Whatever the coin’s artistic merits, its 
design has always epitomized to me 
that period optimistically referred to as 
“the good old days.” 

Of course, I must make some 
mention of the famed 1913 Liberty 
Head nickels. Coined clandestinely 
for Mint employee Samuel Brown, 
they are not authorized issues, and 
there is no mention of them in the 
Mint’s own records. Five examples 
are known, and all have had interest- 
ing histories since their revelation by 
Brown at the 1920 convention of the 


American Numismatic Association. 

Too much has been written by 
others about these rare coins for me to 
go into further detail here. The best ac- 
counts have appeared in recent auaion 
catalogs in which a specimen was fea- 
tured. However, it seems ironic that 
1913 Liberty Head nickels have so 
often been owned by persons who 
showed absolutely no interest in col- 
lecting the rest of the series. Is there 
something Freudian about this.^ 

Among the most prized items in my 
collection of old coin boards and 
albums is an early Whitman folder for 
Liberty Head nickels. It dutifully pro- 
vides a hole for each coin in the series, 
including one for 1913! Do you sup- 
pose that the specimen donated to the 
Smithsonian Institution by Mrs. R. 
Henry Norweb was ever stored in a 
coin folder? •

PCGS $20 SAINT GAUDENS, 1907-1933 

The Saint Gaudens $20 ^Id piece is considered 
to be the most lovely coin design ever used for 
U.S. coins. Because of its beauty, it is the most 
popular gold coin, and next to Morgan Dollars, 
the most popular of all U.S. coins, the Saint 
Gaudens or "Saint" comes in two types, a "No 
Motto" for 1907 to 1908 and a "With Motto" type 
from 1908 to 1933. The 1908 no motto and the 
1924-1928 from the Philadelphia mint are the 
most common. Dates before 1923 are considered 
to be "better dates" and coins 20-100 times 
scarcer than the 1924 are available for a modest 
premium of only 10-20%. Rare dates like the 
1913-S only cost about twice as much, and are 
therefore greatly undervalued.

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Some Observations on Coin Values 


I N RECENT YEARS the penchant 
for “scientific” analysis has created 
an interesting situation in numis- 
matics: namely, that price equals grade. 
We are led to believe — or at least some 
would have us believe — that if a given 
silver dollar is what “experts” consider 
to be MS-65, then it is worth $500, 
or that the same hypothetical variety 
of silver dollar in MS-64 is worth 
$175, and in MS-63, $80. 

If a procedure is truly scientific, then 
it ought to be able to be replicated by 
another person, at another location, 
applying the same principles. We are 
told, for example, that the ANA Cer- 
tification Service grades according to 
“official ANA standards.” I defy a per- 
son with no prior numismatic knowl- 


edge to take a list of these published 
standards, go into a room with a bag 
of mixed silver dollars and divide them

into the 1 1 categories that the ANA 
now is using. As a professional numis- 
matist who has been in the game since 
the early 1950s, I know I cannot fol- 
low such written instruaions and come 
up with numbers, and I doubt anyone 
else can, either. 

Some time ago, Kevin Foley, editor 


of the centinel, submitted the same ten 
coins to four different professional 
grading services. Not one coin received 
the same grade from all four services. 
Additionally, professional opinions on 
a 1 9 1 9 quarter ranged all the way from 
AU-55 to MS-65! 

An editorial that appeared in the 
November 1, 1988, issue of Numis- 
matic News contends, “Is coin accuracy 
that is beyond our wildest dreams just 
around the corner.^ If you were to 
believe some recent reports in hobby 
publications, you might think so.” 

The editorial went on to state that 
some people— but obviously not the 
editor of Numismatic News—hdkve 
that machines will be able to “carry 
numeric grading out to the ultimate

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decimal point.” It further points out 
that even if computer precision were 
accomplished, does it mean anything 
in terms of a coin’s value? An analogy 
is given, asking rhetorically ‘‘if [an art 
colleaor] would add paintings or sculp- 
tures to his collection based on a print- 
out from the ‘Acme Art Appeal Ana- 
lyzer.’ ” The editorial maintains, ‘‘We 
think not.” 

I have in my possession a silver dol- 
lar that was submitted to an independ- 
ent grading service on three different 
occasions. You already have guessed 
what I am going to say: the coin re- 
ceived three different, widely disparate 
grades. Recently, a client sent me some 
interesting documentation demonstrat- 
ing that on two separate occasions, 
close together in time, he sent the same 
coins to one of the most respected 
private grading services. The coin was

graded four points differently. 

Where do I stand on all this? I con- 
sider myself a competent grader. I have 
due respect for the official ANA grad- 
ing standards and also for Jim Ruddy’s 
book, Photograde, but I will be the first 
to state that practical experience is 
necessary, and further, that grading re- 
veals only one aspect of a coin’s value. 
Sorry folks, MS-65 doesn’t necessar- 
ily equal $500. It may translate to 
$400 for one specimen and $700 for 
another specimen of the same variety. 

If anyone believes that price and 
grade are equal, or even strongly re- 
lated, all he has to do is go beyond all 
the hype and look at the facts. From 
the 1988 edition of Auaion Prices Real- 
ized— a book from Krause Publications 
that contains auction results achieved 
by U.S. firms during the previous 
year— I choose a coin that is not

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unusual and that is representative of 
other similar coins: an 1 88 1-S Morgan 
silver dollar in MS-65, a commonly 
traded grade. 

Prices realized by my firm for 1 88 1-S 
MS-65 dollars during 1987 were as 
follows: $165, $231, $275, $275, 
$330, $357, $385, $247, $412, $412, 
$412, $412, $429 and $495. These 
coins brought from $165 to $495, a 
difference of 300 percent! 

Elsewhere in the Krause book, 
among the realizations of other dealers, 
are two firms that sold pieces described 
as MS-65 for as low as $85 each. 
Another company sold one for $770. 
So, in this survey of prices realized for 
MS-65 coins — graded by dealers who 
are ANA members, who are trying to 
please their customers, and who, pre- 
sumably, are trying to grade as ac- 
curately as possible— the same coin 


described in the same grade brought 
anywhere from $85 to $770! Indeed, 
it is difficult to survey this list and 
find any single price that seems to be 
“the standard price’’ for an MS-65 
188 1-S dollar! 

Let me pick another coin. The same 
reference lists widely differing prices for 
the 1936 Cleveland commemorative 
half dollar, which I believe we all agree 
is one of the most common of com- 
memorative half dollars and one of 
the most frequently traded. In MS-65, 
realizations ranged from a low of $ 1 10 
to a high of $ 1 ,100, ten times greater 
than the lowest price! 

This must be perplexing to the 
reader who hopes against hope that 
price is equal to grade. Obviously, 
what I am doing is showing the em- 
peror without his clothes. An icono- 
clast is never popular, particularly if the 


icon being debunked has feet of clay. 

Perhaps there is some hope of find- 
ing price consistency among some out- 
of-the-way coins, possibly in a grade 
other than MS-65. Turning again to 
Auction Prices Realized, I select an 1 8 3 3 
half dime, a rather common date of its 
type, in AU. Realizations by different 
auction companies range from $55 to 
$ 3 30. Obviously, no help here for the 
scientific-minded! Let’s pick a rarity. A 
proof 1877 Shield nickel— the scarcest 
date of the 1866-83 series— realized 
from $935 to a high of $3,850. 

I will end these price quotations 
now, for I could go on and on filling 
pages with much of the same thing. 
Issue after issue, company after com- 
pany, the results are the same: there 
is no direct correlation between grade 
alone and the price. None whatsoever. 

What, then, does determine a coin’s

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value? The answer is rather simple. 
While grading is important, it is just 
one of many considerations; equally 
(or more) important are such aspects 
as aesthetic appeal, sharpness of strike, 
quality of the planchet, presence or 
absence of adjustment marks, and even 
pedigree. None of these other con- 
siderations is reflected in a coin’s nu- 
merical grade. 

Although I like computers— my Ap- 
ple Macintosh PC is one of my favorite 
possessions, and our integrated com- 
puter system is just dandy for office 
work— I doubt if a computer will ever 
seriously intrude into coin evaluation, 
at least not as practiced by established 
professionals. Would it really make a 
lot of difference if a computer told you 
that Van Gogh’s Irises, valued at over 
$50 million, is MS-62 or MS-67? A 
computer can tell you that a woman 


is five feet, four inches tall, has blond 
hair and blue eyes, graduated from 
Harvard, has a job paying a certain 
amount per year, and was born on a 
given date, but this information is 
meaningless in terms of whether this 
individual is worth “acquiring” (as in 
dating or marrying). 

Similarly, numerical grades are a 
guide to value, but we must not lose 
sight of the fact that they are just 
one element. Already some of the 
“slabbed” coins are moving away from 
the “number-equals-price” theory. One 
need only scan advertisements or 
convention offerings to see such mod- 
ifiers as “high end,” “low end,” and 
“premium quality” added to the nu- 
merical grade of the pieces. Those 
experienced dealers and established col- 
lectors who are “in the know” realize 
that within a given grade there can be 


a big, big difference in price. 

To suggest to newcomers, such as in- 
vestors just entering the coin field, that 
price equals grade can be terribly mis- 
leading. Consider, for example, some- 
one paying $500 for a Morgan dollar 
in MS-65 without regard to the coin’s 
aesthetic appeal, strike, etc., only to 
find after talking to knowledgeable 
people and reading books that the coin 
he bought is an unattractive, poorly 
struck example, technically graded 
MS-65 but worth only $200. 

There is no substitute for knowledge 
in numismatics. As far as I can tell, in 
the foreseeable future the role of the 
professional numismatist will not be 
made obsolete by computer grading. 
Those who buy on grade alone, even 
if the coins are “slabbed” or certified, 
are apt to be in for a rude awakening 
if they think all coins with the same

grade are worth the same price. 

There is nothing wrong with coins 
of the same grade differing in value. 
Part of the enjoyment of numismatics 
is studying the coins; determining their 
die varieties; learning that a certain 
variety of large cent always is weakly 
struck, while another is always sharp- 
ly struck; or, for example, learning that 
a full, bright red 1853 half cent is an 
extreme rarity while a full, bright red 
1855 cent is not. 

Among the readers of this column 
are many who have been colleaing for 
a decade or more. I suspea that there 
is not a single one of those “old- 
timers” who cherishes the notion that 
numerical grade, especially if “slabbed” 
or certified, equals standard market 
price. However, I think that new- 
comers to the field who have read lots 
of investment hype may well believe 


that numerical grade determines price. 

To the old-timers I say that coin 
grading still is primarily an art, not a 
science. Professionals can and do 
disagree, and even when there is a 
consensus on the technical grade, this 
is just one determinant of a coin’s 
value. Other considerations can be 
equally important— on this, the record 
is unequivocal. 

To newcomers to the hobby, I’d like 
to advise you, before you go too far 
in your belief that grades are directly 
related to coin prices, to do a little 
checking on your own. While you are 
at it, build a nice library of numismatic 
books. You will learn a lot and have 
a good time, and you will understand 
why one MS-65 coin may sell for a 
high price while another of the same 
variety and technical grade may sell for 
a lower price. •

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The Man Who Would Have Been a Hero 


O verlooking Colorado 
Springs, high atop the table 
mesa— a rise of land that 
hides the majesty of the Garden of the 
Gods from downtown view— lies a 
small, manicured plot that once served 
as the town cemetery. Today it bears 
the name Pioneer Park, but for more 
than six decades, beginning in 1857, 
the grounds that served as the final 
resting place for many settlers was 
known by a succession of names. Of- 
ficially, the plot has been called the 
Cemetery on the Mesa, Colorado City 
Cemetery, Mesa Cemetery, Pioneer 
Cemetery and Town Cemetery. 

At present, there stands a solitary 
stone marker carrying the names of 
only 42 of the more than 250 souls 
believed to be buried in the cemetery. 
Their identities have been lost to time, 
as have all traces of the original pur- 
pose of the park. Through one of those 


quirks of fate that gives us the inter- 
esting anecdotes of the past, one of the 
unnamed buried there might well have 



been a great Civil War hero. Had cir- 
cumstances been different, his portrait 
might have appeared on the face of the 


$ 10 Treasury Notes of Series 1 890 and 
1891 and on the back of the Silver 
Certificates of 1 896 in place of the man 
he had befriended early in life. 

The world has taken little note of 
George Binkley, late of the mining 
camps of Colorado. Had it not been 
for an anonymous correspondent for 
the Denver-based Field & Farm news- 
paper, Binkley’s sacrifice in the name 
of friendship might have gone unre- 
corded. The old prospector’s contribu- 
tion to posterity manifested itself in the 
persona of a brilliant Civil War leader: 
Binkley should be recognized for giv- 
ing General Philip Henry Sheridan to 
America and to history. 

In the fall of 1874, an unidentified 
correspondent reported in Field & 
Farm that “Old Bink’’ had wandered 
into a mining camp in southwestern 
Colorado. “How he got into camp 
no one knew and no one inquired,’’ 
the writer reported. “He must have 
climbed the long, toilsome and zigzag 
burro trail from Del Norte to Summit- 
ville on foot, for he was wan and weak 
from hunger and fatigue when he ap- 
peared at the camp and begged for 
something to eat. ‘I’m Old Bink and 
I’m hungry,’ was his laconic salutation 
as he drew up before a half dozen 
rough miners who sat about smoking 
after the evening meal” The reporter’s 
account repeated the oft-told tale of the 
early miners’ proverbial hospitality and 
how they had placed before Old Bink 
a big meal. After his hunger was 
satisfied, he was given a pair of blankets 
and soon was off to sleep. 

Binkley pitched in at camp, carrying 
his burden of chores. The next pack 
train that arrived from Del Norte with 
camp supplies replenished the miners’ 
long-depleted stock of whiskey. “A 
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shon acquaintance with this article 
was the key that unlocked Old Bink’s 
lips, and he told the story of his life,” 
the correspondent recorded. 

The tale Binkley related was ac- 
cepted with a grain of salt and classi- 
fied with most of the legends of 
the West— under “fiction.” The new- 
comer to the camp declared that his 
name was George Binkley and that 
when he was a young man his fam- 
ily had been influential and wealthy. 
General Phil Sheridan, he told the 
miners, was his schoolmate, and 
though Phil’s mother was very poor, 
the two boys were inseparable friends 
and companions. 

An uncle of Binkley’s, serving in 
Congress at the time, obtained an ap- 
pointment for his nephew to West 
Point. Binkley said he was delighted 
initially, but when he told his friend 


of his promised military career, Sheri- 
dan expressed remorse because he, too, 
had longed for a military career. Old 
Bink recalled that his family was “as- 
tonished” and his uncle “paralyzed” 
when he declined the appointment and 
recommended that Phil Sheridan be 
named in his stead. Sheridan did go to 
West Point, graduating with the Class 
of ’53. For his part, Binkley tried col- 
lege, practiced law and drank “poor 
whiskey,” in that order. 

The old-timer’s visit to Summitville 
was brief, and he turned up next on 
the streets of Denver some three years 
later. At the time, the city was packed 
with people wanting to see a visiting 
dignitary— General Sheridan. As the 
Civil War hero’s carriage proceeded 
down 16th Street, a voice from the 
crowd shouted out, “Phil! Oh, Phil!” 
It was Old Bink. 


General Sheridan, the report related, 
recognized the voice, ordered his driver 
to stop and climbed down from the 
carriage. Witnesses later reported that 
Sheridan pushed his way through the 
crowd, clasped the old man in his arms, 
and escorted him back to his carriage. 
The next day. Old Bink was seen in 
a new suit and “a tank filled with Den- 
ver delight.” 

The Field & Farm correspondent’s 
story concluded with a footnote ex- 
plaining that when he was in Colorado 
Springs a decade later his driver had 
shown him an unmarked grave, telling 
him how the man buried there had 
died of fever and in his delirium kept 
calling, “Phil! Phil!” Upon inquiry, the 
reporter learned that the remains were 
those of “Old Bink.” 

Numismatic scholars have been no 
kinder to the memory of General Sher-

idan than fate was to George Binkley. 
Sheridan’s portrait was placed on the 
face of the $10 Treasury Notes of 
1890 and 1891, and he joined General 


Grant on the backs of the $5 Silver 
Certificates of 1896. But here, too, 
Sheridan was a substitute. The Treas- 
ury Department had wanted to use the 


portrait of General William Tecumseh 
Sherman, but felt that he was still too 
controversial and that the South would 
object. Even though the figures were 
changed, several numismatists failed to 
take note. As a result, early editions of 
Gene Hessler’s US. Essay, Proof and 
Specimen Notes identified Sheridan as 
Sherman, in both the ponraits and 
the index. 

Hessler treated Sheridan no better 
in The Comprehensive Catalog of US. 
Paper Money. Sheridan’s portrait was 
identified as that of “Sherman, en- 
graved by Lorenzo Hatch.’’ Although 
later editions were corrected, Hess- 
ler was not alone in his error. In the 
1975 edition of the currency collec- 
tor’s bible, Donlons Catabg of United 
States Paper Money 1861 to 1923, 
the hapless hero is tagged “Philip 
Henry Sherman’’! •

The ad copy describing the coin set 
is brief and to the point, with no ex- 
aggerated claims or promises of quick 
riches. The advertiser does not even tell 
customers that these sets soon will 
become treasured heirlooms. The ad 
illustrates and states clearly which coins 
are included in the set. Details about 
the wooden frame, stamps and medal 
also are given. The coins are guaran- 
teed genuine and there is a 30-day 
return clause. 

The only flaw in this promotion is 
that no indication is made of the coins’ 
condition. The full-color piaures make 
them look shiny and high grade, and 
the $150 price for the set would im- 
ply that most of the coins are in rea- 
sonably nice condition. I hope the 
seller does not fall short by including 
worn or polished coins in this attrac- 


tive offering. An occasional winner like 
this can do a lot for the hobby.

In the past month readers have sent me 
several advertisements offering coins at 
so-called bargain prices on the premise 
of building good customer relations. A 
typical ad promotes Morgan dollars at 
$19.75 each in rolls of 20. The coins 
are described as being in strictly graded 
VF condition by American Numismat- 
ic Association standards. This must 
sound rather impressive to anyone who 
does not know that silver dollars in 
Very Fine condition are very common 
and worth little more than bullion. 

This particular ad is called a “get ac- 
quainted” offer, and the firm says it is 
willing to risk losing money on these 
coins just to introduce new customers 
to their services. The offer, of course. 


is limited to available supplies, so 
buyers must act fast to take advantage 
of the promotion. There is even a spe- 
cial discount price for those who order 
the limit of 60 coins, or three rolls. 

In the past, I have mentioned similar 
ads in which companies occasionally 
sell coins at or near cost simply to en- 
courage new customers and to build 
interest in the firm’s products. In the 
case described here, however, it seems 
doubtful that VF Morgan silver dollars 
at $20 each are much of a bargain. 
Such coins are available from almost 
every coin dealer in the country, so it 
is easy to do some quick price com- 
parisons to see what kind of a deal this 
company really is offering. 

Anyone seriously interested in the 
coins as an investment should call the 
firm’s toll-free number and ask how 
much it pays for the advertised coins

Special thanks go to the man who 
sent me a clipping of an ad I had 
not seen elsewhere. Perhaps the seller’s 
supply was really so limited that it 
was promoted only in one special- 
interest magazine. I hope so, because 
uninformed buyers could get stuck 
with this offering and perhaps never 
know it until years later when they try 
to sell their wonderful collection of 
Indian Head pennies. 

The bold headline on this ad pro- 
claims that it is a “One Time Offering 
of an Indian Head Penny Collection 
1887-1909.” The coins come in a 
“Collector Album,” which I can guess 


is blue and made in Wisconsin. Ac- 
cording to the text, only 200 of these 
unusual collections are available, and 
most of the coins were acquired after 
many months of hard negotiation for 
an “old-timer’s” hoard of Indian cents. 
Rare missing dates were found else- 
where to make up the sets. The seller 
feels that this offer can never be re- 
peated because of the difficulty in ob- 
taining these coins, and the low price 
of the offering. 

Nowhere in the ad did I find any 
statement that this is a full or complete 
set of Indian Head cents, and there is 
no mention of the design having been 
introduced in 1859. It does state that 
this is a complete year-date set from 
1887-1909. I do not know what a 
“year-date” set is, but I am willing to 
bet that it does not include either of 
the scarce San Francisco Mint pieces 


of 1908 and 1909. A numbered cer- 
tificate of authenticity also comes with 
each collection, and buyers receive 
a free 1909 VDB Lincoln cent with 
each order. 

The coins in this set are said to grade 
Very Good or better, with many in 
Fine condition. The price for all 2 3 
coins is $69.50, or about three times 
what most dealers would charge over 
the counter. The really objectionable 
part of this ad is not so much its high 
price, but rather the misleading claims 
that these are rare coins suitable for a 
colleaion or investment. It is ridiculous 
to think that it took many months of 
negotiations to acquire a hoard of In- 
dian cents in Very Good to Fine con- 
dition. They are available in quantity 
at low prices through many whole- 
salers and rarely are in demand by col- 
lectors or investors. •

would place the unstamped silver 
blank on a large, stationary lower die 
and strike his smaller, hand-held up- 
per die with a hammer, thereby pro- 
ducing a coin with designs from two 
different denominations. 

To date, this aberration has been 
seen only on Mexican coinage, but it 
would not be surprising to find it on 
at least a limited number of coins from 
other Latin American mints. Again, 
even the world’s most avid numisma- 
tists appear to have overlooked this 
odd but understandable episode in 
monetary history, with the Feversham 
find illuminating the practice. 

Less dramatic, but possibly of great- 
est importance, is the composition of 
the Feversham hoard as a whole. Not 


only was the large number of Massa- 
chusetts silver pieces an unanticipated 
disclosure, but the small number of 
Lima coins also did not conform to 
many scholars’ expectations. 

Of the 636 Feversham coins, 314 
are from Potosi, today a small Bo- 
livian town in the Central Andes. In 
the 17th and 18th centuries, the 
Cerro Rico (Rich Hill) silver mine 
lifted Potosi to the status of a major 
municipality in the Viceroyalty of 
Peru. For more than 200 years fol- 
lowing its discovery in 1545, Cerro 
Rico was the most important single 
source of silver in Spain’s colonial 
empire, and its output was shipped 
throughout the world. Consequently, 
it is not surprising that almost half 
of the Feversham hoard originated 
in Potosi. 

The 1 1 8 coins from Mexico City,

the site of Latin America’s second 
most important colonial mint, also 
fall with normal bounds, but the 57 
coins from Lima are substantially 
fewer than might be anticipated in 
view of the number of specimens 
from Massachusetts and Potosi.

1568, but a rapid decline in available 
silver caused it to shut down in 1588; 
it did not resume production until 
1659. Analytically, it has been as- 
sumed that output thereafter was 
smaller in Lima than in Potosi, a view 
concretely supported, for the first 
time, by the Feversbam*s coins. 

The remainder of the Feversham 
hoard embraces an assortment of 


countries. Twenty-two Dutch coins 
undoubtedly reflect both the ship’s 
presence in New York City and The 
Netherlands’ status as a trading na- 
tion. The eight English and five Span- 
ish pieces also are linked to the is- 
suers’ positions as colonial empires 
and trading entities. Two coins from 
Nuevo Reino, the almost ephemeral 
mint of Santa Fe de Bogota, Colom- 


bia, and 1 8 unidentifiable pieces com- 
plete the group. Now cleaned and 
made presentable, the Feversham hoard 
provides the basis for detailed re- 
search heretofore impossible. 

And the story still is not fully told. 
Although the wreck site has been 
carefully surveyed and examined for 
five years, MacKinnon’s divers hope 
to return and find more remnants of

the past. In 1987, however, the Cana- 
dian government claimed title to all 
sunken ships in its waters, and, until 
new salvage permits are granted, the 
Feversham s remaining relics will sleep 
beneath the waves.

SPECIAL 1988 CHRISTMAS 
50-PENCE COIN AVAILABLE 

For the ninth consecutive year — 1980 through 1988 — the 
Isle of Man government has issued a special Christmas 
50-pence coin in the series which has been hailed as “the 
world's most outstanding set of narrative coins." 

The design on the reverse of the 1988 coin follows the 
theme of Transportation, as begun in 1980, each year show- 
ing a different mode of travel. Train, aircraft, hose tram and 
bus have been featured in recent years. 

The 1988 scene depicts a BSA (British Small Arms) motor- 
cycle and sidecar loaded with Yuletide presents speeding past 
“Harry Kelly's Cottage" and upsetting a hen, a Manx cat and 
an irate Harry Kelly himself. The Kelly homestead, a fine 
example of an early Manx stone cottage, is a landmark on 
the famous TT (Tourist Trophy) motorcycle racing route. 

The coin is available in cupronickel in proof finish, 
mounted under transparent plastic in a beautiful silk-finish 
Christmas card depicting a church on a snowy night. 

The 50-pence coin is also available in proof versions in 
sterling silver, 22-karat gold or pure platinum. 

SPECIAL CHRISTMAS GOLD 
ANGEL FEATURES PARTRIDGE 

For the third consecutive year — 1986 through 1988 — the 
Isle of Man has also released a fractional gold Angel bearing 
a special Yuletide mintmark. This year it is a 1/20 Angel 
(1/20 ounce pure gold) with a Partridge in a Pear Tree privy 
mark, mounted under plastic on the same blue, gold and 
white Christmas card as the 50-pence coin. 

In 1986 a 1/20 Angel with Christmas Tree mintmark and 
in 1987 a 1/ 10 Angel with Mistletoe mintmark were issued 
in silk-finish holiday cards of differing design. 



LEGAL TENDER COINS 

All Isle of Man Christmas coins are British Isles legal 
tender, and bear the portrait of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth 
II, Lord of Man. The Isle of Man is a self-governing Crown 
possession in the Irish Sea, which issues its own coins, 
banknotes, postage stamps, passports and license plates. 

All commercial banks in the Isle of Man pay out business 
strikes (normal uncirculated) versions of the cupronickel 
50-pence coin during the Christmas season at face value (50 
pence equals about U.S. 93 cents). These tend to be snapped 
up as souvenirs by island residents, but Christmas 50P coins 
of earlier years occasionally stay in active circulation until 
well worn. 

The face value of the 1/20 Angel is also 50 pence (1 Angel 
equals 5 pounds sterling), but since it contains over $21 
worth of pure gold, it does not circulate. It is legal tender, 
however, exempt from all customs duties and — in more than 
half the states of the Union — exempt from sales taxes.

HERBERT M. BERGEN-LM 726 

Herbert M. Bergen, former ANA pres- 
ident, died November 1, 1988, at the 
age of 91. Bergen, a member of the 


ANA since 1939, served as second vice 
president of the Association from 1961 
to 1967, chairing numerous commit- 
tees and heading the club represent- 
ative program during that time. In 
1969 he was elected president of 
the ANA. 

During his tenure as ANA president, 
Bergen established a coin collectors’ 
insurance policy; instituted the ANA 
authentication service; and increased an 
endowment fund for the operation of 
a museum with a full-time curator 
at ANA headquarters in Colorado 
Springs. In 1974, Bergen received the 
Farran Zerbe Award, the highest honor 
given by the ANA. 

Prior to the United States’ 200th 
anniversary, Bergen was appointed to 
the American Revolution Bicentennial 
Committee as an advisor on proposed 
currency and medals being issued for 


the event. Further aiding in the celebra- 
tion of our nation’s birthday, Bergen 
loaned his collection of Colonial coins 
to the ANA Museum from January 
1975 to September 1977, where it was 
the highlight of the museum’s Ameri- 
cana Gallery I. 

Bergen also was active in the Orange 
County Coin Club and the California 
State Numismatic Association. In 1977 
he was presented with the Numismatic 
Ambassador Award given by Numis- 
matic News in honor of his many out- 
standing contributions to the hobby. 

Comments the Bergen family, “The 
ANA was a special part of his life. He 
loved his coins, and had a special af- 
fection for fellow coin collectors. He 
always said that ‘coin people’ were a 
breed unto themselves. He had a full 
life of 91 years. We shall miss him, but 
have no regrets.” •

A nother deceptive coun- 
terfcit commemorative half 
dollar has been confirmed by 
the ANA Certification Service. The 
November 1988 issue of The 'Numis- 
matist detailed the diagnostics of a 
counterfeit 1928 Hawaiian half dollar; 
this month’s column continues the 
series, highlighting the diagnostics of a 
spurious 1925 Fon Vancouver Cen- 
tennial commemorative. 

The general characteristics of this 
bogus piece are fuzzy details, sharp 
edge reeding, and lack of die polish. 
The fields of the coin have a soft, gran-

acquire a few doubloons. It is a sad 
truth that some have died in the fren- 
zied rush for these shiny tokens. 

Doubloons come in various colors; 
most have a distinctive design created 
for the issuing krewe. Probably more 
than 500 different types of doubloons 
are produced each year. 

H. Alvin Sharpe first suggested 
throwing the aluminum tokens in 
mid- 1959. Initially, the “Granddaddy 
of the Doubloon” had trouble mar- 
keting his new product, but over the 
years the doubloons caught on. In re- 
cent years, special silver or pewter 
doubloons have been struck for sale 
in New Orleans or for presentation to 
krewe members. 

According to Michael Fuljenz, in 


his ‘‘Market Forum” column pub- 
lished in the April 1986 issue of The 
'Numismatist, some silver doubloons 
have sold for as much as $2,000 each; 
early aluminum pieces have com- 
manded as much as $1,000 each. So 
if you’re looking for something ex- 
citing to collea, why not consider 
Mardi Gras doubloons?

introduaion to Harold Mattingly’s 
more formidable works The Roman 
Imperial Coinage and The Coinage of the 
Roman Empire in the British Museum. 

If Sear had written nothing after Ro- 
man Coins and Their Values, his fame 
still would be assured— high but well- 
deserved praise for a man who almost 
single-handedly has eradicated begin- 
ners’ fears about ancient numismatics. 

Of course, there are not enough 
photos in Roman Coins and Their 
Values and the rarer types are not 
represented, but to a neophyte, it is a 
wonder to obtain the most common 
Roman coin; its reclusive brothers 
and sisters can wait to be admired in 
bigger books. 

No greater compliment can be paid 
to an author than extensive use of his 
or her book. Now, upon receipt of a 
new edition of Roman Coins and Their 
Values, I apply a heavy-duty, vinyl 
book cover, as I have worn out three 
editions through frequent use. 

There comes a time, however, 
when it becomes necessary to bid Ro- 
man Coins and Their Values farewell. 
Perhaps the collector has obtained 
too many types not listed in Sear’s 
book, or, as in my case, the book has 
become so familiar that I literally do 
not need to refer to it any longer. 
More important, RCAV does not 
contain information about minting 
techniques, chronology, history or 
cultural background that the collector 
may wish to learn. 

Where does one go from Sear? It is 
possible to proceed directly to the 
RIC and the BMC, but these can 
be imposing to the beginner. Fortu- 
nately, there are two works that I 
have found to be of great value at 
minimal cost. 

First is the well-known Roman

Coins by Mattingly. Originally pub- 
lished in 1928, the work still is the 
best introduction to the wide world 
of Roman numismatics. No scholar 
has written with more conviction and 
clarity on everything about Roman 
coins. Mattingly writes comprehen- 
sively yet simply on the role of nu- 
mismatics in Roman history. Perhaps 
the measure of a great educator is the 
manner in which he or she puts com- 
plicated ideas into understandable lan- 
guage. Mattingly succeeds in doing 
this in Roman Coins. 

The second book I would recom- 
mend is Roman Coins and How to Col- 
lect Them by John Fox. This work, 
oddly enough, is not well known in 
this country, but it should be. I hope 
this article may help resolve this un- 
fortunate situation. Fox has written

the most useful, practical manual for 
the beginning collector that I can 
imagine. It appears that Fox com- 
posed the book for the collector short 
on funds but long on enthusiasm, 
recognizing that not everyone can af- 
ford the coins we see featured in the 
BMC and the RIC. 

Fox lists pieces from his own col- 
lection, giving the background and 
prices paid for them. There are chap- 
ters on minting techniques, counter- 
feits, hoards, colonial mints, coins 
and archaeology. Roman Coins and 
How to Collect Them also includes 
information not found elsewhere, 
such as how to find, grade, catalog 
and display coins, in addition to an 
interesting note about how to use 
coins in education. There is even a 
grading scale with “Brown and Dunn- 
type” photos. 

Underlying all this much-needed 
information is Fox’s sense of what 
ancient coins can tell us about the 
past, alloyed with his love and under- 
standing of the subject. In this work 
Fox binds the modern with the an- 
cient in plain and witty language. 
Possessing all the information re- 
quired by either a new or experienced 
collector, this reference belongs on 
the shelf of anyone with an interest in 
ancients or in archaeology. 

These three hooks— Roman Coins 
and Their Values, Roman Coins and 
Roman Coins and How to Collect 
Them—2iCt ideal references for a per- 
sonal library. Although serious stu- 
dents of ancient numismatics will 
want to acquire additional books as 
their interest grows, I can think of no 
better place to start! •

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That or Slab Logic 


B y the time you read this, the 
American Numismatic Associa- 
tion Certification Service 
(ANACS) encapsulated coin-grading 
program should be getting off the 
ground. Judging from recent “Letters 
to the Editor’’ in various hobby publi- 
cations, old, resentful complaints still 
may outnumber newly slabbed coins. 

Sure, the just-launched ANACS en- 
capsulation program probably should 
have started three years ago when a 
group of marketplace movers and 
shakers first sandwiched numismatic 
specimens between pieces of plastic. 
Nevertheless, this new, joint effort 
between the ANA and the presti- 
gious Professional Numismatists Guild 
(PNG) has been carefully and cau- 
tiously mapped out and eventually will 
benefit all ANA members. 

A few critics, however, began to 
condemn the program months before 
it even started. Among their gripes was 
the allegation, “No one wants it.’’ 
That’s just not true. ANACS studied 
the market, and most of its customers 
certainly do want this new service. 
Another big complaint was, “Only 



a few ANA members actually will use 
it.’’ Consider the logic of that argu- 
ment. Only a handful of members 



regularly use our organization’s superb 
library. Should that service be elimi- 
nated because “only a few” utilize it? 
Of course not. 

Lastly, ANACS programs don’t 
“cost money”— they generate reve- 
nues to pay for the library and other 
ANA member services. Ultimately, 
everyone benefits. 

Encapsulating coins will not make 
the Association’s financial obligations 
disappear, nor will it transform the in- 
dustry’s grading problems from pur- 
gatory to the Promised Land. Many 
collectors— and some brave invest- 
ors— will continue to buy and sell 
“raw” coins with confidence (I have 
absolutely no intention of slabbing 
any of my beloved 1780s Connecti- 
cut coppers). 

But for other collectors and invest- 
ors, raw courage comes only from 
possessing ultrasonically welded plastic 
holders containing coins accurately and 
impartially graded by third parties. 
Give the new encapsulated coins a 
chance to succeed. After all, ANACS’ 
plastic holders have textured edges so 
they won’t slip out of your hands. 
Think of them as a way to finally get 
a firm grip on rare coins.
